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“This is a renaissance; this is 
a new opportunity,” declared Dr. 
Jerome Clark on September 11. 


-“T think that we need to be cele- 


brating the rebirth of education in 
Prince Georges County.” 

Clark spoke these words at a 
reception in his honor at the Mu- 
nicipal Building before the regu- 
lar City Council meeting. An 
overflow audience listened as the 
new County School Superinten- 
dent spoke on the subjects of ac- 
countability and community .in- 
volvement. 

School Board Representative 
Suzanne Plogman introduced 
Clark by saying, “He does not 
represent the status quo. He is a 
man who expects change within 
our school system.” Much of 
Clark’s speech was devoted to the 
idea that change is both necessary 
and possible. 

As noted in a September 7 ar- 
ticle in the Greenbelt News Re- 
view, Clark has replaced the 
present five administrative areas 
of the county schools with 20 
clusters, each headed by a high 
school principal. The Chief Edu- 
cational Administrators (CEAs), 
as these principals are now 
called, will supervise a number of

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“Our Reporter Talks with Auc rey Scott, _ 
‘The County Council’s Lone Republican

On a pleasant late August af- 
ternoon, County Councilmember 
Audrey Scott took time from her 
busy schedule to sit on my deck 
and answer questions about the 
first session of her four-year term 
and about the future directions 
she would like the county to take. 
Scott, a former Mayor of Bowie, 
is the first Republican to repre- 
sent the residents of the fourth 
councilmanic district, which in- 
cludes Greenbelt, Glenn Dale and 
Bowie. She was elected last No- 
vember to her first term on the 
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council. 

Two days after the election, 
Scott. and the other coun- 
cilmembers got the bad news in 
their first budget briefing. There 
was a $108 million deficit in the 
county general fund, Ry were 
told, and another $27 million 
shortfall in the solid waste fund. 
“It was an absolutely daunting 
task to resolve the deficit without 
increasing taxes,” Scott noted, 
adding that all the coun- 
cilmembers had great plans for 
new objectives that had to be put 
aside.

Team Effort 

Any concerns that Scott might 
have had that she would be left 
out by the other councilmembers, 
all Democrats, were quickly 
eliminated. The council spent 
their first month in orientation, 
learning about the county and its 
problems. The part-time legisla- 
tors even worked between Christ- 
mas and New Year’s. During 
this time a strong team work ef- 
fort was achieved, she reports. 

Scott herself was appointed li- 
aison to the county’s 28 munic- 
ipalities and to the Board of Edu- 
cation. These two areas are of 
greatest interest to her and ones 
in which she believes she is par- 
ticularly knowledgeable (she is a 
former school teacher). 

As to the deficit, Scott says 
that “Council took the bull by the 
horns, recognized the financial 
crisis, and dealt with it.” Al- 
though the actions of County Ex- 
ecutive Wayne Curry and the 
county council got the govern- 
ment through the first year’s bud- 
get crisis, the county’s fiscal 
problems are not over. There are 
more financial problems to be 
dealt with next year. 

“For our first term its going to 
be like this,” she said. “It’s 
drudgery. It’s not popular. You 
have days that you wonder, “Did 
you win or did you lose [the 
election}]?’” However, she admits 
that she feels a sense of accom- 
plishment in successfully dealing 
with tough issues. 

Funding for the libraries is of 
particular concern to her. This

A Greenbelt Gardener 
by Rosie Rhubarb 

Gardens will still be affected 
by the long dry ;spell-until there is 
a day or more Of a good soaking 
rain. Of ,course a downpour 
would be very welcome at this 
point - then we would not have 
to water the garden the next day. 
One downpour would not be 
enough, since the soil is really 
dried out. 

This dryness is very stressful 
to plants and many could die now 
or during the next few months as 
a result of the difficulty they feel 
now. Many shrubs can be seen 
with drooping leaves, showing 
that they are really dried out. 

Special attention should be 
showered on plants that produce 
every year, such as small trees, 
shrubs, and perennial flowers. A 
slow soak is very good, since the 
water will have a chance to really 
soak in deep. The hose can be 
placed at the drip line of trees 
and shrubs (at the outer edge of 
the leaves) where there are many 
little roots. Turn the hose on to 
the tiniest trickle and leave on for 
some minutes for smaller plants, 
maybe up to a half hour for small 
trees. Later see'if the plant is 
responding to the watering, 
People who put down soaker 
hoses under mulch are in good 
shape because they only have to 
turn on the faucet when the plants 
look dry. 

Grass will dry out and become 
brown when there is a dry spell.

A dry spell can be a learning 
experience because it can be seen 
which plants need little or no at- 
tention. Planting some of these 
plants in your garden can dimin- 
ish your garden workload. Plants 
such as daylilies, liriope, and 
english ivy are now showing little 
signs of dryness. Take a look 
around the neighborhood and see 
what plants are suffering few ill 
effects from the drought. 

Also notice which spots in 
your yard seem to dry out fastest 
and need a lot of watering. 
These spots would be easier to 
deal with if planted with drought 
tolerant plants, plants in contain- 
ers, low maintenance ground 
cover, or if an attractive mulch, 
pea gravel, flag stone or brick 
were in place.

pect to be here” if it does not. 

Similarly, Clark will hold the 
CEAs accountable for their work. 
He says that he has told them, 
“You'll stay on if the results are 
there; you won’t stay on if 
youngsters aren't performing.” 
Community Involvement 

Clark stressed that the success 
of his plan depends on commu- 
nity involvement. “We cannot 
leave education to the educators 
alone,” he said. “It was never 
meant to be that way and cer- 
tainly shouidn’t be that way.” As 
for criticism, Clark told the audi- 
ence’ that.“you can criticize all 
you want” as long as you are in 
some way involved with support- 
ing the schools. 

Plogman revealed that Clark 
himself has had a long history of 
school involvement. She men- 


tioned that he began work as a 
sixth-grade teacher in Indiana in 
1966. His most recent work was 
as the county’s Deputy Superin- 
tendent; he was selected as’ super- 


intendent after a nationwide 


search. 

Clark’s promotion was hailed 
by Gerald Boarman, CEA of 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School, 
who said that “our goal has al- 
ways been to piggyback on the 
outstanding (job) the cities do.” 

Dr. Clark was presented a 
“Greenbelt is Great” mug by Leta 
Mach chairman of the city’s Ad- 
visory Committee on Education 
(ACE).

year’s remedy, which involved a 
state grant of $2 million, is a 
one-time solution, she notes. 
“We'll be facing another crisis 
unless the $2 million would be- 
come an ongoing grant,” she 
said. “We’d be remiss if we 
don’t identify another source of 
funding.” 


Employee Benefits 

Scott feels that a possible 
source for funds may be county 
employee benefits, compensation, 
and sick leave, which she feels 
are excessive. “They are not 
comparable to any other benefits 
package in the country,” she con- 
tends. She notes that union con- 
tract negotiations are moving 
slowly because the county is 
seeking concessions. 

The only contract so far nego- 
tiated has been with the fire- 
fighters. She calls the conces- 
sions made “minuscule,” because 
of the compensatory time-off 
provisions. That is a basic struc- 
tural problem, she believes. 
“They build up so much comp. 
time that they never have to take 
sick leave or annual leave.” She 
notes that when an employee 
leaves, the county pays for the 
accumulated sick and annual 
leave. According to Scott, there 
is no cap on the amount of sick 
leave that can be accumulated 
and that the cap on annual leave 
of 1060 hours is far above the 
240-hour cap for federal employ- 
ees. 

Overall, the county has a $90 
million liability on its leave pack- 
age alone. She blames Governor 
Parris Glendening and some of his 
aides when he was county execu- 
tive for creating the problem. 
“We've got to deal with this be- 
fore other problems,” she said.

good as any other,” Scott said in 
discussing the school system. “I 
don’t see why we can’t measure 
up.” She notes that the newly 
appointed school superintendent, 
Dr. Jerome Clark, has been given 
a three-year mandate to turn the 
schools around and increase stu- 
dent test scores. Scott hopes that 
something will be done to infuse 
our schools and classrooms with 
a sense of excellence. 

She is enthusiastic about 
Clark’s decision to cluster 
schools. This new approach will 
develop a stronger sense of com- 
munity and identity, she believes, 
something county schools once 
had but lost. She considers the 
designation of an oasis school in 
each cluster an important part of 
the cluster approach. The oasis 
schools, such as_ Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School for this 
area, will be places open to stu- 
dents after normal hours—for 
studying, tutoring and use of 
computers. They will be open to 
all grades, she notes. 

Scott wants to see an end to 
forced school busing. “Everyone 
wants to return to neighborhood 
schools,” she said. However, she 
criticizes the Board of Education 
plan as intended to achieve more 
than that. She calls that plan ex- 
tremely sophisticated and expen- 
sive. “They maintain that that 
plan has to be adopted and 
implemented,” she said. “I say, 
why can’t we just return these 
kids to the schools closest to 
their homes? You don’t have to 
build one single new school in 
order to let kids go to their own 
school.” 

The schoo! board, however, is 
adamant that the level of all 
schools has. to be raised to that 
of the magnet schools, according 
to Scott. There must be a com- 
mitment to fund its plan before 
the board will seek relief from 
the court edicts requiring students 






the stadium on a former farm re- 
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to be bused to achieve racial bal- 
ance. With the shortfall: of 
county revenue continuing to be 
a problem, and no additional 
state grants available, Scott says 
that there is a conflict between 
the school board and the execu- 
tive. She does not believe that a 
whole lot of movement has oc- 
curred to resolve this problem. 


Football Stadium 

At the interview, Scott said 
she would support the county 
bills simplifying the approval 
process for Jack Kent Cooke to 
build a football stadium for the 
Washington Redskins in 
Landover. Subsequently, she 
voted for their passage. She 
noted that there would still be 
three public hearings held on the 
issue. Scott had not decided, 
however, on whether the county 
should make land available for 
the stadium. “Whether or not it 
is built,” she said, “is dependent 
on what is negotiated between 
Curry and Jack Kent Cooke, [| 
understand that they have been 
talking. What I read in the pa- 
pers is what I know.” 

She believes that the stadium 
will bring to the county coffers 
$11 million a year based upon its 
proposed seating capacity. Also, 
that there will be additional rev- 
enues, as well as jobs, generated 
from other businesses that will 
benefit from the facility’s being 
there. It is her understanding 
that the state will pay for road 
improvements and that it expects 
to get back the funds it will 
spend from tax revenues gener- 
ated by the facility. 

Cooke has proposed to build

One hundred acres of the land 


will be devoted to open space 
and recreational facilities. She 
notes that nothing will abut the 
stadium except recreational fa- 


cilities and open space. There 
will be no entrances to it from 
Sheriff Road and there will be 
direct access to and from the 
Beltway. 


Tax Differential 

While generally supportive of 
the actions of County Executive 
Wayne Curry, Scott is highly 
critical of his decision to freeze 
municipal tax differentials. Call- 
ing Curry’s decision extremely 
foolish, she declared that this 
was not the way to promote in- 
tergovernmental relationships. 
“It’s outrageous that the munici- 
palities had to go to court on 
this,” she said. 


Political Future? 

Scott acknowledges that her 
name frequently is bandied about 
as the future political opponent 
to Wayne Curry or Congressman 
Steny Hoyer or others. “It’s be- 
cause I’m the only elected Re- 


publican,” she said. “I have no 
hidden agenda. I am elected to 
the county council. I like my 


job. It is extremely interesting 
and exciting. I am very con- 
tent.”

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Ken Voigt provided a superb 
sound system and the technical 
expertise to assemble, interface 
music, and keep it set to opti- 
mum audio levels. A committee 
of judges kept their ears, eyes, 
and emotions tuned to the sights 
and sounds of each parade 
participant’s performance. 


Planning is Key 

The parade committee started 
in January coordinating and ac- 
cepting the parade’s entrants. 
“Our goal is to keep it a commu- 
nity parade,” declared Tony 
Fominaya. Each year, invitations 
are sent out in May to the previ- 
ous year’s participants. As en- 
trants are received, they are 
placed in a database and ranked 
in an appropriate order. 

City council members, the 
mayor, and local dignitaries in- 
cluding the Grand Marshal of the 
Parade—Greenbelt’s Outstanding 
Citizen—and the American Le- 
gion are located at the front. 
City officials are positioned there 
because they greet citizens, 
elected officials, guests, and poli- 
ticians as they arrive at the re- 
viewing stand. County officials 
follow city officials. Then state 
officials, including our state del- 
egates and senator, the comptrol- 
ler of the treasury, and the gover- 
nor proceed in the parade’s order, 
They are followed by the feder- 
ally elected officials, including 
our congressman and senators, 
and other federal units and agen- 
cies such as the National Park 
Service. At the end are the fire 
departments. This position is nec- 
essary because they might be 
called into service to put out a 
fire sometime during the parade, 
If this situation were to arise, 
they could easily fall behind and 
leave.

Governor Glendening greets | 


“Yes, there is a logical and 
reasonable order to the parade,” 
Tony Fominaya remarked. 

Additional thought is given 
the parade’s line-up. The order is 
revised continuously until it is fi- 
nalized. Marching bands, music 
groups and drum and bugle corps 
must be placed far enough apart 
to prevent each unit’s music from 
blending or interfering with 
another’s or with other partici- 
pants, skits, or productions. Pro- 
fessional and military groups 
must be booked a year in ad- 
vance because federal spending 
cuts may not allow their partici- 
pation. 

Prior to the parade, the com- 
mittee meets with the Greenbelt 
Police and City Public Works De- 
partments. This year special secu- 
rity arrangements were necessary 
to accommodate the arrival and 
participation of Governor 
Glendening. The committee and 
these officials also determine 
what streets must be closed off 
and when. Crescent Road at 
Kenilworth Avenue, Lastner Lane, 
and Greenhill Road were closed 
at 8:30 a.m. on the day of the pa- 
rade. The Labor Day Parade Co- 
chairpersons expressed their most 
sincere and gracious thanks for 
the wonderful cooperation that 
they receive each year from 
Greenbelt’s public service agen- 
cies. Lt. John Lann of the 
Greenbelt Police and Kenny Hall 
of the Public Works Dept. are ex- 
tremely cooperative and commit- 
ted to providing these essential 
services. 

Planning is also necessary to 
accommodate some participants 
with special needs.
